From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 
HOUGH the Paris season begins officially 
is on the day on which the Vernissage 
of the Salon is held, nobody can really 
foretell the date of its actual start. 

Paris suddenly wakes up unexpectedly to 
the fact, one morning towards the end of 
April each year, that the season has begun. 

That is what has happened. The Rue de 
la Paix is crowded, the restaurants are 
crowded, the salons de thé likewise, and 
everybody is animated. It is curious to see 
how every second man is wearing gloves. 

Gloves went out years ago, yet just as 
suddenly as the season has arrived, gloves 
have come back into fashion. 

This is good for business. Wearing gloves, 
however, ts oniy a minor aspect of the genera] 
feeling of optimism that is sweeping across 
France. 

It has been an optimistic platitude to an- 
nounce every year that the current season is 
going to be brilliant. This year I believe that 
it really will be so. 

In the restaurants, everyone is asking for 
cool drinks and light foods—grane-fruit, cock- 
tails, salmon-trout á /a gelée, chicken in aspic, 
salads, ices, and iced coffee. 

Stcaks and chops and red wines are seldom 
asked for. Ice,’ hocks, and ice lager, fruit- 
stlads and iced soun, are being demanded 
eagerly. Ginger ale, cider-gin, and iced 
water is a drink that is going strong.

Summer . hats, according to the decree of 
fashion, are to be either extremely small or

The small ones are to fit the head tightlv. 
and worn pushed well back, awav from the 
forehead. with trimmings. either arranged to 
give width at the side, or drooping over the 
ear at whichever side suits the wearer.

_A summer hat is at its best, but a frail 
piece of annarel. and will soon look tawdry 
and “tired ” unless it gets a good start off in 
life, being evolved in materials which, no 
matter how flimsy their natnre, yet bear the 
hall-mark of good quality.

To invest generously each season in hats 
is money well spent, as a hat can make or mar 
an entire toilet. A hat must alwavs be most 


carefully chosen, and must suit the wearer |

PARTITION. 

If their representatives ix the Dail were 
to morrow to declare a republic for the 
twenty-six counties and sever their connec- 
tion with the Commonwealth he was satisfied 
that the British Government would take no 
steps to prevent them doing so. It was a 
matter entirely for themselves to decide. 
]tut he knew of no party in the Saorstat who 
wanted a twenty-six county republic. Parti 
tion was there, and they had to face facts. 
Much as they all would like to get rid of 
partition, how was it to be done’? It could 
not be got rid of by force, even if anyone 
were foolish enough to try it. The partition 
problem must be solved by mutual good-will 
and understanding, and this would require 
time. 

When Fianna Fail talked about establishing 
a Republic as their first duty, if elected, they 
were either deceiving the people by talking 
the merest eye-wash or they were asking for 
a mandate to embark on a mad campaign 
against the people of England and Northern 
Ireland. He did not for a moment believe tr 
would be so utterly foolish as to try any suc 
measures, but, short of these, how did they 
or anyone else suggest that a Republic for all 
Ireland was practical politics at the moment. 

The main problem for the future was the 
revival of their manufacturing industries. 
They had seen the policy of the present 
Government, on its trial for nearly seven 
years, and the greatest Government supporter 
could not boast of the progress that had 
heen made.

tion. They rather boasted of their callousnessfor 
the unemployed and their ability to keep the 
Unemployment Insurance Fund solvent at the 
expense of workless men and suffering fami- 
lies; they had imposed tariffs without making 
any effort to see that they were used in the 
interest of the community; they neglected 
transport problems to such an extent that 
this country was now one of the most back- 
ward in transport legislation outside of 
Africa. Incidentally, this neglect had meant 
that thousands of railwaymen had quite un- 
necessarily lost their employment. 


FIANNA FAIL’S WAY. 


The Fianna Fail Party had a pathetically 
simple curative for all economic, social and 
olitical ills, which was somewhat as fol- 
ows :—Prohibit all imports, increase exports, 
reduce expenditure, but spend more on social 
services; repudiate your debts on the ground 
that you do not believe you owe them; keep 
shaking your fist at England, while induc- 
ing her to buy your exports, and abolish the 
border by pretending not to see it.

FUTURE OF CORK 
FACTORY.

From Our OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Sunday Night. 
11 HERE is no thought, whatever, ci 
I closing down the Cork factory, said 
Sir Percival Perry, Chairman of the 
Ford English company, in an interview with 
me to-night in Cork. Sir Percival has come 
to Cork on what he called his annual visit, 
and not as a result of the present depression, 
which has necessitated the laying off of a 
hg: number of the employés in Cork. I told 
Sir Pervival of the fears entertained in Cork 
during the past few weeks, but, in reply, he 
asked me was it likely that, when they had two 
and a half millions of money invested in the 
fine Cork factory, that they would do any- 
thing which might interfere with the earning 
power of those investments. In confirmation 
of this opinion he pointed to the fact that 
daily they are improving the Cork factory 
and extending Eag s space. The growth 
of the new factory at Dagenham, he told me, 
will not seriously affect Cork as a producing 
centre; but, perhaps, alterations will be made 
in the plant. Should it happen that these 
developments arise, replacements will be 
made to keep hands employed in Cork, and 
it may be taken as certain that the industry 
in Cork will not suffer to any appreciable 
extent. 
OVER-PROOUCTION. 

Sir Percival told me that present depres- 
sion was due to over-production in many 
indastries, and the general slump in trade, 
also to political unrest in Russia, India and 
other countrits where Fords carry trade. 

“ The world, at the moment, seems some- 
what unbalanced, making trading conditions 
extremely difficult. There is over- uction 
in the coffee and other staple tries, 
which necessarily affects the demand for our 
tractors, but an eminent economist to whom 
I have been speaking tells me that the world 
is now in one of those, what he calls cycles of 
depression, and that things will brighten up 
shortly.” 

1 referred Sir Percival to recent newspaper 
messages from the United States indicating 
that effors were being made to put a tariff 
on Irish-made tractors entering the States, 
and asked him would this affect the Cork 
factory if the efforts were successful. He 
replied that the Irish factory was for the 
supply mainly of European countries. The 
nde in tractors with America was com- 
paratively smail. 

Sir Percival added, that they had come over 
to Cork to see how far they could help the 
works here. 

Sir Percival, who leaves to-morrow, was 
accompanied by Mr. C. E. Sorensen, of the 
Ford Works Company, Detroit, and son-in- 
law of Mr. Henry Ford. The latter spoke 
encouragingly of the futare of the Cork 


factory.

Naval Parleys. 


Day by day the position in regard to 
international disarmament becomes in- 
creasingly obscure and the prospect of 
agreement becomes increasingly remote. 
The last few months have witnessed 
several visits, a battery of speeches and a 
multitude of expressed opinions designed 
to cast’ some light on the situation; and 
their sole effect been to make 
obscurity more obscure, to confirm exist- 
ing attitudes, and to throw fresh obstacles 
in the way of an understanding. So 
far as naval armaments are concerned, 
Britain, the United States and Japan 
have shown no inclination to swerve from 
their word, pledged at the London Con- 
ference a year ago; as usual, the bone of 
contention lies on the continent of Europe. 
The old issues are still open. France con- 
tinues to refuse Italy naval parity with 
herself, and Italy continues to demand it. 
At the beginning of March the British 
Government made hasty efforts to induce 
a change of heart in the two recalcitrant 
countries, and establish

Italy. These agreements, for some reason, 
seem to have been packed with misunder- 
standings. If the misunderstandings are 
removed, there possibility that 
something will be achieved at next year’s 
Disarmament Conference. If they remain, 
the Conference is most likely to be 
imperilled. Everybody assumed at the 
beginning of March that the agrecments 
had been mad: in definite terms and were 
not subject to misunderstanding. Yet the

Mr. Wickham Steed, writing 
in the Sunday Times, is frankly dubious on 
the subject. He recognises that there is no 
lack of fears and suspicions in Europe 
to-day, and that they tend to increase 
rather than to diminish. Governments 
prate of disarmament, but their policy 
at conferences is dictated by men who, 
through training and temperament, are 
unable to think of disarmament save in 
terms of war. The naval experts’ sole 
desire is to retain sufficient strength to 
fight advantageously if war comes, and 
therein they reveal an implicit distrust 
in the League of Nations and the Kellogg 
Pact and all the elaborate guarantees 
against war. If there was a genuine 
desire to accept those safeguards, the whole 
question of disarmament would be reduced 
to some such terms as these: ‘‘ Fifty-eight 
nations have renounced war; Jet them see 
what they need, jointly and severally, to 
prevent any one of them from breaking 
the peace.” Britain has accepted this 
postulate, and has sacrificed her naval 
supremacy in pursuit of the League of 
Nations’ ideal. Her strength on the seas 
is nominally equal to that of the United 
States; actually her ships, while equal 
in tonnage, are very far from equal] in 
efficiency.

OBELISK BECOMES A 
“GRAND STAND.” 


THRILLS OF THE

S a rule, Skerries is a quiet, lazy kind 
of place. On Saturday, however, as 
the scene of the ‘‘ Leinster 200.” it became 
suddenly and completely transformed. In 
fact, there was something wildly incon- 
gruous about the place.

MADEIRA REBFETS 
SURRENDER. 


A “GENTLEMANLY 
WAR” ENDED. 


(’ORRESPONDENT. 
LISBON, Sunday. 

Features which marked the conclusion 
of Madeira’s gentlemanly—and almost 
bloodless—little revolution during the 
week-end included the peaceful landing of 
Government troops, watched by about a 
thousand interested spectators, rebels 
taking refuge under the British flag 
in the Reid Hotel and the British Con- 
sulate, the Civil Governor, released by the 
rebels, issuing a declaration grecting the 
people of Madeira, but declaring a state 
of siege. 

The rebels surrendered after a bombard- 
ment by the Portuguese cruiser Vasco da 
Gama, built in Britain 55 years ago. They 
declared that they did so ‘‘to avoid 
making any victims among the civilian 
populatron.”’ There were very few 
casualties, and none among civilians. 


STATE OF SIEGE IN FUNCHAL. 

Captain Almeida Cabaco, the Civil 
Governor of Funchal, was released by the 
rebels, and to-day assumed charge of the 
island. In his declaration announcing a 
state of siege, he invites the people to 
resume their work and facilitate a return 
to normality. 

Major Varag, the rebel commander, has 
been arrested, while a number of the rebel 
leaders have fled to the interior of the 
island. The newspapers are reappearing 
to-day, and all the ports of the island 
have now been declared open to shipping. 

In Lisbon the newspapers are devoting 
many columns to the end of the “war.” 
and they congratulate the Government on 
the energetic measures which it has taken. 

The order for the departure for Madeira 
of the destroyer Guadiana and a steamer 
carrying troops has been cancelled. 

The following telegram was received 
from the Minister of Marine before the 
publication of the report that the rebels 
had submitted. ‘‘ The third column, 
divided into two groups, continued its 
advance upon Machico, and has captured 
some of the positions dominating the town. 
The enemy opposition at one or two points 
was brushed aside. 

“The difficulties of the ground: have 
caused our advance to be slow, but the 
men are showing great ardour. The war- 
ships are bombarding the enemy gun 
positions south of Machico, and our aero- 
planes are bombing the enemy positions.”’ 

Machico. is a small seaside village ten 
miles from Funchal, o1 the east coast.

A copy of the Public 
Expenses) Act, 1931, which confers upon 
County Councils and Boards of Health 
extended powers for the financing of schemes 
for the provision or improvement of sewers 
or sewage disposal, or the provision and 1m- 
provement of a supply of wafer in their 
respective areas, was enclosed with each 
letter. The special conditions laid down 
are:— (a) That so much of the capital cost 
at is defrayed by the Board of Health 
is defrayed out of borrowed moneys, and 
(b) that the expenses of the repayment of 
such moneys are raisable as special expenses 
under Public Health (Ireland) Acts, as 
amended, off an area Jess than a county 
health district. 

The letter states:—The need for the pro- 
vision of water supplies and of more efficient 
sanitation is very pressing in many areas. 
The carrying out of such works has too often 
been deferred on account of the cost in- 
volved, but since the measures for safeguard- 
ing the public health in the rural area of each 
county vest in one health authority, there is 
stronger ground for co-operation between 
different parts of the county in the financing 
of such works which are essential to the 
preservation of the health of the inhabitants 
of the county. County Councils now have 
it in their power to secure such co-operation

benefited, or if no contribution is forthcomins 
from the County Council the expenses may, if 
necessary, be apportioned as between the con- 
tributory place and the sub-contributory place 
or places.

If a policy of free 
co-operation between the nations is to be 
developed, such misunderstandings must 
be avoided, and such activities cannot be 
allowed. : 

- M. Briand has laid down the lines of 
a policy of international goodwill entirely 
compatible with the full use of onr leriti- 
mate means of defence. This policy 
should assure general stabilisation in 
Europe. In the midst of the prevailing 
economic malarse we do not intend to con. 
fine ourselves within any narrow egoism, 
hut we must demand respect for treaties, 
and organise economic relations between 
the nations as a guarantee of peace.” 

Referring to the recent International 
Grain conferences in Paris. Rome and 
Geneva, and the recent establishment ot 
the Avricultural Institute, M. Laval said 
that they showed that a policy of develop- 
ment on these lines was entirely’ prac- 
ticable.

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IMPORTANCE OF TRUTH 
IN RELIGION, 


SERMON BY CANON RAVEN. 


The Rev. C. E.! Raven, D.D., Canon o* 
Liverpool, and Honorary Chaplain to the 
King, preached in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon, and dealt with 
the need for a true idea of God. His text 
was: ‘‘Seek ye first God's kingdom, and 
richteousness, and all these things shall be 
wdded unto you.” It had been his experience, 
he said, in inquiring into various problems, 
that one was driven more and more back 
to matters of principle, and from these to 
ones fundamental religious _ convictions 
about the nature and meaning of the human 
mind, and about the nature and character of 
God. He was sure that it was pretty true that, 
if they looked into their own lives, or the 
lives of people, over a given period, those 
lives reflected, in the last resort. the 
individuals or thé nation’s conceptron. of 
religion. Human history in the main was 
the result of those half-conscious actions and 
opinions of a great mass of human beings, 
which proceeded from their inarticulate 
aspirations and desires and convictions and 
principles. 3 

“Show me a man’s character,”’ said Canon 
Raven, “and I will tell you what is his God. 
Show me a nation’s history, and it does not 
take very much learning or insight to dis- 
cover what that nation’s worship is.” That 
was a terrifying thought, he added, but it was 
true. What was essential was that they 
should have. a-true idea of God to begin with. 
Falsehood in theology would inevitavly 
express itself in error in practice every time,

This is clearly 
proved by the fact that, although they say 
that the past season’s working was not, from 
their point of view, economic, yet they invite 
another uneconomic year by refusing to come 
to any arrangement with the Growers’ Asso- 
ciation for the current year’s crop, either by 
agreement, arbitration, or otherwise. . They 
say that growers in outlying districts, such as 
Wexford and Waterford, have signed up for 
80 per cent. of last year’s acreage, but they 
have neglected to state how many of these 
applications have been withdrawn, The Asso- 
ciation is in @ position to state that very 
little: beet will be grown in those counties 
this’ year. 


THE CANVASSING. 

é The Irish Sugar Manufacturing Co. prac- 
tically admit thet there are very few applica- 
tions from the counties immediately surround- 
ing the factory—Carlow, Leix, Kildare, Kil- 
kenny. As regards ‘flying squads of paid 
canvassers,’ we would like to state that it is 
well known to the company that most of the 
canvassing is being done by farmers who have 
given their time freely and voluntarily, know- 
ing full well the justice of their cause. We 
would also like to point out that of the small 
acreage the factory has contracts for the 
greater part of the applications have come 
from new growers gi no previous know- 
ledge of the cost of production or experience 
of the amount of labour involved.

In the course of an interview with the 
Very Rev. Canon Barrett. P.P., V.F., 
Macroom, relative to the findings of the 
Special Commission on the De-rating of 
Agricultural Land, towards the controversy 
on which he contribued largely by the publi- 
cation of a series of important letters last 
year, the Macroom Correspondent of the 
Trish Times ascertained that he was satisfied 
with them, inasmuch as they did not favour 
such an al surdity as flat de-rating. 

He said that he had prophesied that no 
Commission could ort in favour of it, and 
he was glad to say that that prophecy had 
come true. 

Even the minority report, he proceeded, 
does not favour complete de-rating. “I am 
pleased with the report and findings of the 
Commission, but they do not go far enough.” 

I ventured to enquire in what respect they 
fell short of his ideais, and he said: “ Well, 
the logical consequence of finding that the 
principle of de-rating is wrong is that partial 
de-rating must also be wrong.”’ 

Asked for an explanation, the Canon said: 
‘‘ By virtue of what is called the Agricultural 
Grant, there is partial de-rating to the extent 
ef one-third, consequentiy that Agricultural 
Grant ought, to be abolished.’’ 


HOW THE GRANT WORKS. 

Continuing, he said “ You will recall that 
in my letters published last year I showed 
that one-third of the rates collected in the 
country were paid by 8,624 landholders. 
Another third of the rates was subscribed by 
about 250,000 of the smallest farmers. and the 
final third was the contribution of the farmers 
of middle-sized holdings, numbering 80,000 or 
90,000. A simple El rí will show the 
benefits obtained from the grant in each case. 
The large landholders receive on an average 
about £23 each, while in the case of the small 
farmers it works out about 16s. each.

The question was how to check their downhill 
career in their own interests, in the interests 
of their families, and the interests of the com- 
munity. It was important to rememve~ that 
they were all individuals requiring individual 
treatment Generalisation in the mass was 
unsatisfactory. The right diagnosis had to be 
made in each case before one could arrive at 
the right prescription, 


FOUR POINTS. 


Four things were important to. know :— 

First, the actual condition of the boy him- 
self, physical and mental: second, the circum- 
stances which caused and led to the offence; 
third, whether the lad had recently started 
being unsatisfactory, or there was a long his- 
tory of delinguency and morbid cenduct, and, 
fourth, what sort of home he had. 
i The old way with young offenders was to 
ignore all these things. The law. acted on 
ignorance, not knowledge; it dealt punish- 
ment, not training. Yt was rule-of-thumb. 
J ried a long time, it had been a failure alike 
im justice, in reform, and in deterrence. The 
proof of its failure was in their crowded 
jails. The new way insisted on considering 
individual boys and their gecircumstances, 
using intelligence and experience, as apart 
from mere theory in devising better methods 
to reform them. There were such methods, 
and, though they needed more care, more 
time, more trouble and a certain amourt 
more expense, they were cheaper in the long 
run, if it meant saving people from becoming 
habitual criminals. 

It was very easy to believe that everything 
was all right in their prisons: but all there 
Was not well, and there still were many In- 
tolerable evils left. Thousands of boys and 
girls were still sent to the deadening in- 
flnence of prison every year who wnt | he 
saved and made assets and not. liabilties, if 
the known methods were used. 

The method of diagnosis, of finding out al! 
ebout the boy, was carried out af the Boys’ 
Prison in London, where she vas engaged. 
Mrs. Le Mesurier proceeded to poiit out the 
advantages of the practice of remanding boys 
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to make or break the world—Heaven knew 
which. It was in the new adjustment of the 
relationships of men and women, the new 
adjustment of the oldest settled tradition 
in the world, that the real hope and peril of 
the future lay. 

He did not know any generation that had 
ever had a graver responsibility resting upon 
it than that which rested on the young women 
of education of the present time. What were 
they going to do? It was not only the con- 
tribution they would give to the world 
through their personalities and education, 
but it was a bigger thing that womanhood 
emancipated could give to the world, if it 
could reach a real partnership with man, if 
they could reach that time in which they 
could say in Christ Jesus there was neither 
male nor female. 

If they could not get from humanity and 
from its womanhood such new resources of 
human personality as would enable them to 
say that the multitude of their possessions 
did not constitute their real life, then the 
future appeared almost hopeless; but if this 
generation of fully trained women went for- 
ward into their heritage, carrying with them 
something more than the desire to fulfil their 
own careers, carrying with them, in their 
own lamps, the light, then they might save 
the world.

Office Workers’ Union. to be held at Limerick 
on May 12th and 135th. The present average 
index figure is, it is claimed, the lowest re- 
turned since 1920. 

In his report to the conference, the Genera] 
Secretary states that during the past year 
every effort has been made by the National 
Executive—in conjunction with the Cost of 
Living Bonus Committee--to secure an im- 
proved method of applying the bonus to basic 
wages, and reviews the various steps taken. 
The Joint Committee have decided to request 
deputies to move in the Dail—‘‘ That, in view 
of the discontent prevalent amongst the lower 
grades in the Civil Service, the Dail is of 
opinion that the Executive Council should set 
up a commission of inquiry to investigate and 
report on the present method of computation 
of the cost of living bonus and its application 
to civil servants’ salaries and wages.”’ 

The secretary is of opinion that if this 
motion were left to a free vote of the Dail 
it would be carried by an overwhelming 
majority, as many members of the Govern- 
ment Party have indicated that they are 
personally in favour of the motion. 


ELECTION HANDICAP. 


In all fifty-eight resolutions will be pro- 
posed to the conference.

pleasing so much in his work until quite 
recently. The trainer has, however, every 
hope that Jacopo will soon be his old self 
ayvain. 

There’ is everything to like about the 
Derby chance of Cameronian. The son of 
Pharos is perfectly bred for the task, and 
perfectly moulded for the course. If one had 
to cut out of marble his ideas of a beauti- 
fully-balanced, handy and active horse made 
for the Epsom gradients, he would have a 
nioodel of Cameronian. There are splendid 
staying Jines. in his pedigree, and I do not 
see a sound reason why he should not get 
the mile and a half. But, as I have said 
lLefore. it remains to be seen whether the 
joint trouble from which he suffered last 
year has been entirely eradicated. 

" One interesting point that comes up for 
solution is how much Cameronian had in 
hand when he won the Guineas, and whether 
it 1s sufficient to set off the margin in lengtlis 
which Goyescas had to make up alter a 
tardy beginning. The efforts of Goyescas in 
the Guineas was a stout one, and he ran on 
magnificently up the hill. 

STAMINA UNQUESTIONABLE. 

About the stamina of the son of Gains- 
horough, whose dam was by Sardapale, there 
is no shadow of doubt. I am inclined to 
think that there was rather more room for 
improvement in him. than there is in 
Cameronian; for he is an entirely different 
type of colt. His, connections thought more 
highly even of his Derby chance after the 
Guineas than the did before. 

The Manton pair, Orpen and Link Boy. 
were respectively five and six lengths behind 
Cameronian. That is a good deal to make 
up in the ceurse of little more than a month. 
It was on the strength of the way she had 
heen going with the Manton colts at home 
that Lord Astor's Volume was so much 
fancied for the One Thousand, in which she 
ran really badly. That hardly redounds to 
the credit of the colts. 

Concerto was fifth in the Guineas, after 
making up a great deal of ground from the 
Bushes, and his trainer was quite pleased 
with his performance and will let him take 
his chance in the Derby. He tells me that

The main characteristics of Stock Markets 
last week were the same as those exnerienced 
for some time past. Almost unrelieved depres- 
sion characterised Industrial shares as a re- 
sult of liquidation and the issue of unfavour- 
able reports or dividend announcements, in 
which connection the market: attached more 
importance than it would in normal times to 
the knowledge that the Imperial Chemical In- 
dustries is to guarantee a rather large issue 
of 5 p.c. debenture stock for Thames House, 
the building in which its offices are located. 
Reduced interim dividends were announced 
during the week by the P. and O., Turner and 
Newall and Wallpaper Manufacturers, and 
with industry still under the influence of acute 
economic depression there must be further 
announcements of this kind in the future. But 
perhaps the chief factor last week was the 
iresh spasm of weakness in New York, ac- 
companied by, if not the result of, further 
important failures there. Some of the more 
active American securities, therefore, notably 
United States Steel Common, dipped to low 
records for several years past, This weakness 
in New York reacts upon the European 
bourses—Amsterdam was particularly affected 
by the slamp in Steel Common—and in turn 
London suffers, though the direct interest of 


investors here in American securities is much | 


smaller than it was some time ago. 


STRENGTH OF GILT-EDGED 
STOCKS. 


The other main feature of markets is a 
more satisfactory one—namely, the sustained 
firmness of British Government and other gilt- 
edged stocks. This has its unsatisfactory 
aspect, for in a measure it is due to the dis- 
trust of more speculative things, as a result 
of which any available investment money goes 
into “ safety first ” stocks. The Chancellor 
of the Exchequer can boast that his Budget 
proposals have been followed by a substantial 
appreciation in the Funds, a movement that 
can be described as an enhancement of the 
country’s credit, but, as stated on a previous 
occasion, the appreciation is due in only a 
small measure to the feeling of relief that the 
Budget provided for no increase of direct 
taxation. Apart from the indisposition te in 
vest in Australian and South American Go- 
vernment stocks, Home Rails and Industrial 
Shares, as well as shares of the base metal 
companies, an important factor in raising 
prices of British Government locks is the 
great improvement in the foreign exchanges. 
which makes it more certain that the Bank 
will be able to build un a strong gold re- 
serve. 

DEBT CONVERSION 
POSSIBILITIES. 

As a result of the further appreciation of 
this group, an atmosphere is being created 
favourable to debt conversion on a big scale. 
but evidently the movement must go fur- 
ther, and the average yield on gilt-edged 
stocks. reduced still further, before the Chan- 
cellor can hope for the successful issue of 
a scheme to replace a large portion of the 
5 p.c. War Loan by a long-dated stock hear- 
ing a lower rate of interest. If anything 
hanpened to alter the monetary outlook con- 
siderably, such as a revival of trade, this 
hope would quickly disappear. 

As regards the immediate outlook for Stock 
Markets, it seems safe to concludeaghat the 
jeading investment stocks will continue firm. 
and that other sections will continue to he 
affected by trade reports, the movement in 
commodity prices, and conditions in New 
Yor: and on some Continental heurses. 
SOME PREFERENCE SHARES. 

Many investors are not satisfied with the 
almost daily diminishing yields afforded by 
British Government and Corporation Stocks. 
They want something better than 44 p.c.. 
from which rather more than one-fifth is 
deducted for income tax. There are various 
sound preference shares now available upon 
which considerably more than 5 p.c. can 
be obtained. and in regard to which the posi- 
tion is such as to justify the belief that

no difficulty will be experienced in maintain- 
ing the dividend in the future, even if con- 
ditions generally should get rather worse in- 
stead of better.

The interest 
on all the ahove shares is cumulative, 
AN UNDER-VALUED SHARE. 

The future will show that a good many or- 
dinary shares are now under-valued. It is 
not easy to state this definitely, because of 
the uncertain outlook, while it is impossible 
to indicate the extent to which the deprecia- 
tion is due to causes distinct from those that 
represent, intrinsic merits. Expressed  dif- 
ferently, the fall in many shares is more 
severe than is justified by the results an- 
nounced and future prospects. A case of 
this kind appears to be represented by 
Lobitos Oilfields. now quoted at 16s. 104d., 
a price that compares with the highest this 
of Ws., and the highest in 1920 of 
54s. Oid. No later report than that for 1929 
is vet available, that for 1930 being due 
about the end of this month. It may not be 
generally known that for 1929 the dividend 
wag raised from 10 to 124 per cent., while 
the profits showed a fair increase.

THE OUTLOOK. 

Fears of increaged taxation, apart from the 
raising of the petrol duty, having proved un- 
founded, the markets might he expected to 
assume a more confident appearance if any 
faith were placed in the Chancellor’s optimism 
with regard to a recovery in trade and an 
increase in Stock Exchange business. But 
the fact remains that there is none. since the 
incentives to trade revival are lacking (writes 
The Sunday Times). With no prospect of 
such economies as will lighten taxation in the 
future and with no help given to British 
trade in its fight against foreign dumped pro- 
| ducts, this optimism seems to be misplaced. 
Belated attention has been directed to the 
menace involved by the Russian Five Year 
Plan, which will loom still larger in the en- 
suing year. The industrialisation of Russia, 
with the aid of American and other foreign 
experts, is rapidly becoming an accomplished 
fact, and means not only that one of the 
chief pre-war markets for British manufac- 
tured goods is being cut off, but that other 
markets formerly held are threatened with 
invasion hy Russian products made with in- 
credibly cheap labour. Canada has. met the 
menace by an embargo on Russian products, 
and it remains to be seen whether the rest of 
the Empire will take concerted action. It is 
because such problems as these are cheerfully 
ignored by the present Government that the 
feeling is growing up that without a political 
upheaval no lasting improvement in trade is 
pessible. Mr. Snowden’s Budget was inter. 
preted as being largely composed of election 
propaganda, and if this view proves correct a 
change of market sentiment may take place 
as soon as a general election comes definitely 
into sight 


AN ‘ECONOMIC BLIZZARD.” 

An authority in close touch with the posi- 
tion in the United States thus described the 
Situation there (savs 7'he Observer) :—‘*The 
failure of Pynchon and Co. is a much more 
serious raatter than appears to have been 
realised here. The firm was of cood standing 
and had very extensive connections. Its 
failure came as a shock to a market already 
vitally weak in many respects. The fact is 
the American business world ig fed up with 
statistics to the point of indigestion. There 
are so many figures that they have 
obscured the facts. To-day it is faced with 
an economic blizzard indicated by the heavy 
fall everywhere in earnings. The fall in the 
earnings of United States Steel to 5 eents a 
share in the first quarter of this year as con- 
pared with $3.44 in the first quarter of last 
year is a case in point. One must always 
keep in mind the conditions peculiar to the 
United States. There the people invariably 
all go one way, either up or down. There is 
no middle course. The organisation of the 
market lends itself to ‘ hear’ operations 
to an extent unknown in this country. 
It is =e. difficult, indeed, for us to 
imagine the force of a ‘bear’ raid there. 
Just now, of course, .the market. position. 
industrial results, unemployment statistics, 
etc., are all lending themselves to ‘bear’ 
operations. It must also be remembered,”’ 
he continued; ‘‘that the country, despite its 
amazing manufacturing growth, is stil] a 
primary producer. To-day it has two and a 
half years’ supply of wheat hoarded. What 
Is: going to be done with it? I see it has 
been suggested that it should either be burnt 
or given to China. In fact, either would 
not be a bad plan. It is to say the least a 
bad outlook for the farmers, whose purchasing 
power is being reduced to nothing. Farmers 
are not like producers of metals. They must 
go on producing, and every year their busi- 
ness is one great gamble; for they can never 
tell whether the crop they are laying down 
will be good or bad. To sum up, it may be 
stated that the situation in the United States 
is exceedingly difficult and dangerous. At 
the moment the banks appear to have it in 
hand, and we can at least hope that the 
worst features will be eliminated without a 
serious ‘crash.’ It will, however, be a long 
process, and Í can see no possibility of a 
general improvement for some months to 
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come. 


$7,500,000 QUEBEC BOND ISSUE. 

An offering of $7,500,000 (say, £1,500,000) 
W-year 44 per cent. non-callable Sinking 
Fund Bonds of the Province of Quebec was 
made on Friday by a banking syndicate con. 
sisting of Dillon Read and Co., Bankers Com- 
pany of New York, Dominion Securities Cor- 
poration, Canadian Bank of Commerce, and 
the Bank of Nova Scotia. The Bonds, which 
are ads at 99.16 to yield 4.50 per cent., 
are being issued to provide funds for expen- 
diture on roads and bridges, and rank as Jegal 
investment for savings banks in Connecticut, 
Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont. During 
the fifty-year period ended June 30, 1950, 
the Province of Quebec had an average annuz! 
surplus of ordinary revenue over ordinary 
expenditure of $2,515,005 (say, £503,001). 
NAPIER CHANGES. 

Owing to the death of Mr. M. S. Napier, the 
late chairman and joint managing director of 1). 
Napier and Son, Ltd., aero engine manufac- 
turers, certain changes have been made in 
the management. Mr. H. T. Vane, C.B.E., 
who has been joint managing director and 
general manager since 1913, the year in which 
the company was formed, is now chairman 
and managing director. Mr. F. A. Davies, 
who has been secretary for a similar period, 
and who was appointed to a seat on the 
board four vears ago, ‘has taken over the 

osition of general manager. Mr. B. UC. 
Telanen is now secretary of the company. 


SUGAR BEET. ó 


French sugar-beet producers and refiners, 
faced by over-production, have virtually 
agreed to a policy of restriciion, based on 
the storing of surplus stocks and production 
quotas. Jast year France and her colonies 
produced 1,175,000 tons of beet sugar, which 
was 105,000 tons over normal requirements. 
Because of the high production costs, the 
excess cannot be exported, and to protect the 
home industry the Government was forced to 
yaise the tariff on foreign sugar from 
£1 3s. 4d. to £1 5s. 10d. per 220lb. Now, it 
is learned’ on good authority, the leading 
French producers have agreed to set aside 
190,000 tons of their present surplus, of 
which 170,000 tons is stored in France and 
the remainder in the Colonies. This sugar 
will only be placed on the market when prices 
are favourable or when the domestic demand 
increases. The total beet sugar production in 
France and her colonies will be restricted 
next year to 907.000 tons, of which 800,000 is 
the quota for France.
